Bdwand Rosewater, mapager of the Des
partment  of Tublicity, s & native of
Bohemia, born January 28, 1841, in a village
about fifty wites from Prague, At the age
of 11 he wans gent 1o Prague, whore he at-
tenided the academy for sbout a sear. 1In
1859 his parents removed to the United
Aates and settled at Cleveland, v During
the suctecding thede yenrs ho found employ«
munt I a whelesale tinware and gtove store,
es clerk In a grocory store, and in a dry
oot store.  In 1857 he took a commercial
college course and aecured omployment as
bookkeepers In o willowware estalilizhment,
which wen: down during the panie of that
year, In the evmmer of 1858 Mr. Resewatex
left Clavelend and went to Cloelnnatl, whers
he scrved his apprenticcehip as telegraph
operator oa the Ohlo & Misai=gippl rallroad,
and comgileted his  courae  Ine practical
telegraphy at Cleveland during the fall of
that vear. In April, 1869, he was commis-
sloned as opetator at Oberlin, 0., whence he
romovid after three months to Murlrecsboro,
Tenn. During the succeeding three years ho
was cmployed ea operator and offlce man-
ager in Mbslsippl and  Alabama, finally
secuting the pealtion of commercial opérator
in the meln office of the Southwoatern
Telegraph company at Nasbwille, Tenn,,
where he romatned for ten montha and until
the clty was eaptured by the unlon army.
In April, 1852, Mpr. Rosewater enlisted  in
the United States Military Telegraph corps
and was aenlgred Lo the stafl of Genecal Johin
. Fremont Iy hls West Virginla campnlign,
In July, ING2, he was transferred to duty at
the navy yard at Waashington, then com=-
mandad by Commodore Dahlgren. In Auguse
of that year he wes attached to the staff of
General Jokn Pope in hln famous “"Oo to
ichrmond” campalga, which ended in the
second battle of DBull Run, On September
1, 1862, Mr., Rosewnter wos pselgned to the
War Departmment Telegraph office, where he
remained until the summer of 1863, In
September of that yvear Mr. Rosewater came
to Omaha and was Installed as manager ot
the offlie of the Pacific Telegraph. In 1870
he wis male manager of the Allantic &
Facific ant Great Weatern telegraph lines,
anit 1t weza while thus cmployed that he
founded The Omaha Bee, June 19, 1871, Dur=
ing more than twenty-five years Mr. Rose-
water has been a potential factor in publie
affalre and In the promotion of the material
progroca of Omaha  and  Nebriska, As
founder and ¢dltor of one of the greatl news-
papers of the west, he has achieved national
roputation, angmented by the eréctlon of
that monumertal structure, The Bes bulld-
ing, which ranka among the greatest newss
paper buildings in the world. Mr. Rooewater
